WASHINGTON, May 26.—(/)— 
The navy, taking a step inter- 
preted by Senator Borah, Repub- 
lican, Idaho as a warning to 
Fascist nations, announced today 
the United States fleet would be 
shifted temporarily to the Atlantic 
early next year for war games off 
the coast of South America. The 
problem will take the fleet “at 
least as far south as the equator.” 

Borah, a member of the senate 
foreign relations committee, said 
it was his guess that the shift of 
the fleet, which has been in the 
Pacific most of the time since 
1932, was a caution to totalitarian 
states 1ot to interfere in affairs of 
the western hemisphere. 

Monroe Doctrine. 

Besides Borah, another member 

of the foreign relations commit-

Key Ministers All From 
Army, Navy and Their 
Supporters; Invasion of 
South China Is Forecast. 


12 MORE DIVISIONS 


Hirota, Former Premier 
and Veteran Diplomat, 
Is Ousted by Changes. 


TOKYO, Friday, May 27.— 
(UP)—Premier Fumimaro Kon- 
oye’s reorganized militarist cabi- 
net meets today to begin discus- 
sion of a revised government pro- 
gram which may mean hurling ev-

General 
imperial foreign policy in all 
phases that relate to China will be 
guided by nationalist and military 
considerations.

Koki Hirota, former premier and 
veteran diplomat, was replaced by 
General Kazunari Ugaki, conserv- 
ative senior general of the army 
who was designated for the pre- 
miership last year but failed to 
win support to form a cabinet.

50 HURT IN CLAS 
AT STRIKE SCENE 


175 Police Subdue Dem- 
onstrators Who Attack- 
ed Brass. Workers. 


DETROIT, May 26.—(#)—More 
than 50 persons were injured to- 
day when 175 police clashed with 
several hundred ClIO-affiliated 
unionists at the American Brass 
Company plant. 

At least 11 policemen were in- 
jured, and the United Automobile 
Workers’ Union, whose president, 
Homer Martin, issued a call for 
this afternoon’s demonstration, 
said that “about 50 UAW mem- 
bers” were injured. 

Fighting spread over several 
blocks in the vicinity. Trouble 
broke out when the afternoon shift 
left the plant. The workers were 
met by a crowd of unionists, esti- 
mated by observers at 600. 

The fighting lasted nearly half 
an hour.

The life of Mrs. Lucy Mann, ad- 
vertising manager of the Georgia 
Milk Producers’ Confederation, 
who has been campaigning over 
an Atlanta radio station for lower 


milk prices, has been threatened, 
it was revealed yesterday. 

Mrs. Mann, a cousin of Colum- 
bus Roberts, state commissioner of 
agriculture, was told by a myste- 
rious telephone caller that she 
would be kille] with a “bright and 
shiny pistol” because “she has too 
much to say over the air.” 

Police Guard Home. 

Police radio cars last night pa~ 
trolled the area of Mrs. Mann’s 
home. Chief of Police M. A, 
Hornsby instructed the officers to 
see that full and adequate protec- 
tion was given Mrs, Mann. 

Chief Hornsby talked with Mrs. 
Mann and was given complete de- 
tails of the telephone threats. The 
chief assured Mrs. Mann that she 
need not be apprehensive, that his 
men would give her full protec- 
tion. Police are expected to make 
a thorough investigation today. 

Besides her radio talks, Mrs. 
Mann has been active recently ob- 
taining affidavits from consumers 
in a suit attacking constitutionality 
of the milk control law. 

The threat came a day after the 
milk control board had announce 
ed reductions in milk prices, ef- 
fective June 1. The caller, in an- 
swer to Mrs. Mann’s request for 
his identity, answered: “This is 
George’ Washington.” 

Earlier yesterday, Mrs. Mann, 
the wife of an Atlanta attorney, 
appealed to agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. This 
agency is also investigating. 

Called to Office. 

The telephone call was received 
at Mrs. Mann’s office in the con- 
federation headquarters at 661 
Whitehall street at about 12:30 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon, it 
was learned yesterday. 

The caller, who at first spoke 
in normal tones and later cursed, 
began his conversation by asking: 

“Are you the Lucy Mann who 
has been going around getting af- 
fidavits from housewives request- 
ing lower milk prices?”

With eggs at two cents apiece, 
and less in some markets, the 
homemaker -ewill recognize this 
season as the very best in which 
to serve inexpensive, delicious 
meals. It is possible not only at a 
minimum cost, but at a minimum 
expenditure of both effort and 
time. 

Nutrition experts have placed 
eggs definitely within that special 
group called “protective” foods. 
This means that with milk, fruits 
and vegetables eggs furnish the 
basic elements upon 
daily meals should be planned for 
safeguarding health. 

An important thing to remem- 
ber in handling eggs is that they 
must be kept in a refrigerator and 
should not be subjected for long, 
periods to room temperature. It’s 
wise, however, to take eggs out of 
the refrigerator a few minutes be- 
foré using so that they reach room 
temperature before cooking, and 
the yolk thus remains intact. 

Eggs must not be cooked at too 


a time.

KENTUCKIAN NAMED 
BY PRESBYTERIANS 


Dr. Charles Welch, Ex-Rail- 
man, Is Elected Mod- 
erator. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 26.—() 
The Rev. Dr. Charles Whitefield 
Welch, a Kentuckian, who despite 
a sky-rocketing career in the min- 
istry still hankers for his old job as 
a railroad brakeman, was elected 


today as moderator of the Presby- 
terian Church in the U. S. A. 

His election to. the highest office 
of the church came after a plea 
by the Rev. Joseph M. Broady, of 
Birmingham, to give “the old south 
its first moderator in 46 years and 
help unite the Presbyterians of 
America.” 

Broady vigorously urged repair 
of the rift which in 1861 caused 
the southern Presbyterians to split 
from the parent church over the 
War Between the States questions. 
The southern church, with a mem- 
bership now one-fourth the size of 
the parent body, is known as the 
Presbyterian Church in the United 
States. 

After his election Dr. Welch 
made this comment on the recom- 
mendation of union: 

“We should commit ourselves to 
any program to unite the Presby- 
terians and all other evangelical 
church organizations.” 

The general assembly, formally 
opening its sesquicentennial meet- 
ing, already has before it a pro- 
posal for organization with the 
Protestant Episcopal church. 

Dr. Welch was elected on the 
second ballot.

thur Morgan for having spread an 
impression that they were guilty 
of “personal financial dishonesty 
and corruption.” They said he had 
presented no evidence to support 
such a charge and that only. yes- 
terday had he made it clear that 
no charges of bribery, or stealing, 
were involved in his accusations. 
Dr. Morgan Impassive. ’ 

Throughout it all, Dr. Arthur E. 
Morgan, who was dismissed from 
the chairmanship of TVA when he 
refused to give President Roose- 
velt data to support his charges 
against Lilienthal’ and  Harco 
Morgan, sat, frowning forbidding- 
ly, among the small crowd of 
spectators. 

Morgan’s attitude toward the 
18-company suit, Lilienthal said, 
went further than “refusing” to 
give advice and help. 


Sabotage Campaign. 


“He entered upon a campaign 
affirmatively to obstruct and sa- 
botage the conduct of the govern- 
ment’s case and harass the attor- 
neys in charge,” the witness as- 
serted. “If his conduct did not 
have fatal consequences, it was 
not his fault.” : 

From questions which Arthur 
Morgan asked of them, Lilienthal 
continued, the TVA’s attorneys 
were “forced to the conclusion” 
that he desired to have the courts 
hold some of TVA’s power ac- 
tivities unconstitutional and others 
valid. The then chairman obtained 
a list of all the authority’s pros- 
pective witnesses, Lilienthal con- 
tinued, and secretly conferred 
with some. 

In addition, the witness said, 
Dr. Morgan in the midst of the 
trial charged a TVA_ engineer 
with preparing faulty data for the 
attorneys. 


Violated Standards. 

From the file on this subject, 
Lilienthal added, he was sure that 
the “committee will conclude that 
the conduct of Arthur Morgan was 
quite inconsistent with proper ad- 
ministration, was gravely preju- 
dicial to the vital interests of the 
Authority and was violative of the 
elementary standards which should 
govern the conduct of: public of- 
ficials and individuals in private 
life alike.” 

In the Berry case, Lilienthal 
testified, Dr. Morgan was con- 
stantly at variance both with Lil- 
enthal and with Harcourt Mor- 
gen. Arthur Morgan, the witness 
said, was insistent from the out- 
set that the claims he fought on 
a basis that they were not made 
in good faith. Positive evidence 
to this effect was lacking, until 
near the conclusion of the case, he 
said, and therefore he and Har- 
court Morgan thought it best to 
protect the government’s“ inter- 
ests aiong other lines for the time 
being. 

Early TVA History. 

Harcourt Morgan occupied the 


morning session of the committee 
with a detailed recital of the early 
phases of TVA history. The agen- 
cy had scarcely been organized, he 
said, when he and Lilienthal dis- 
covered that Dr. Arthur Morgan 
had made commitments which 
should have been referred to the 
board as a whole. They were dis- 
turbed at what they considered a 
lack of a rounded and integrated 
plan for covering the agency’s ac- 
tivities. a 

They proposed that the work 
be divided between the three, each 
to make decisions subject to the 
board’s approval, the witness said, 
and while Dr. Arthur Morgan fell 
in with the plan and made some 
suggestions for its improvement, 
he later wrote Representative 
Maverick,. Democrat, Texas, at- 
tributing “improper motives” to 
his colleagues. 

Lilienthal Reappointment. 

Secretly, Harcourt Morgan said, 

Arthur Morgan sought to prevent

Lilienthal’s reappointment to the 
board when his term expired in 
1936, asserting that if Lilienthal 
were reappointed, he himself 
would resign. 

“He elected instead,” said Har- 
court Morgan, “to remain a mem- 
ber of the board and, as its chair- 
man, to engage in a campaign of 
dissent and obstruction within the 
organization, and to discredit the 
Authority’s program and to im- 
pugn the integrity of his associ- 
ates before the public.” 

A situation quickly developed, 
he continued, in which Arthur 
Morgan voted consistently against 
the two others. He did this, the 
witness said, in 24 instances and 
on five occasions declined to vote! 
at all. Further, he was absent | 
from 28 of 94 board meetings, and | 
frequently when. attending asked 
that a decision be postponed be- 
cause previous absence had rend- 
ered him unfamiliar with the issue 
at hand. | 


Sought “Veto Power.” | 
Beyond that, Harcourt Morgan 
said, Arthur Morgan sought a 
“veto power” over the actions of | 
the board by suggesting to Presi- | 
dent Roosevelt that a principle be | 
followed under which the board FP 
would have had to vote unani-' 
mously inorder to act. ca 
The witness presented evidence | 
to disprove Arthur Morgan’s con- | 
tentions that the policy governing | 
the fertilizer program, of which | 
the witness was in charge, was 10t | 
disclosed to the board and was, 
subjected to no outside technical | 
appraisal. The witness also denied | 
that the national implications of | 
the TVA act were renounced by | 
concentrating the program in the | 
TVA area during its es 
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stages and that relationships es- 
tablished with the land grant col- 
leges and: their agencies affiliated 
with the Department of Agricul- 
ture were unsound because of the 
political and bureaucratic charac- 
ter of those agencies. 

Denies Negotiation Statement. 

Lilienthal denied flatly and spe- 
cifically that he had falsely as- 
serted that Commonwealth and 
Southern, a public utility holding 
corporation, refused to sell parts 
of. its system to TVA unless guar- 
anteed a monopoly elsewhere. A 
charge that he had made such an 
assertion was laid before the com- 
mittee yesterday by Dr. Morgan. 

Lilienthal said that while Presi- 
dent Wendell Willkie, of Common- 
wealth and Southern, did not use 
the word monopoly to describe 
what he wanted, “that is the real 
essence of what he insists upon.” 

Quotes Letter. 

’ To support this contention, Lil- 
ienthal quoted from a letter re- 
ceived from Willkie which he said 
Arthur Morgan had neglected to 
include in his presentation yester- 
day. The quotation was: 

“We are willing to buy sub- 
stantial quantities of power from 
the government provided the gov- 
ernment will agree not to sell 
power directly or indirectly which 
is to be used to compete with us 
in the territory where the power 
is necessarily distributed.” 

Arthur Morgan had contended 
that a correct figure for the TVA 

ardstick would include the cost to 

lectric Farm and Home Author- 
ity of promoting the sale of elec- 
trical appliances in the Tennessee 

Valley and thereby increasing 
power consumption there so that 
through the increased consump- 
tion it could be produced at a 
lower rate per electrical unit. He 
charged the rate as computed was 
dishonest. 

Lilienthal declared Morgan 
made “a plain error of fact” when 
he said this expense was not in- 
cluded in the wholesale rate of 
TVA power. 


CAPITOL 1S DIVIDED 
UN FDR. TAX STAND 


Talk of Veto, Letting Bill 
Become Law Without 
Signature Heard. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—(?)— 
A White House announcement that 
President Roosevelt would disclose 
his decision on the tax revision 
bill in an address tomorrow at an 
Arthurdale, W. Va., resettlement 
project set an assortment of rumors 
ee around the capitol to- 

ay. 

Some legislators said they had 
heard talk of a veto, others that 
Mr. Roosevelt would let the bill 
become law without signing it, 
still others that he would sign the 
measure but take occasion to as- 
sail its treatment of undistributed 
corporate profits and capital gains. 

Some members in touch with 
tax matters said they considered a 
veto unlikely. 

The major sections of the legis- 
lation were designed to ease the 
undistributed profits and capital 
gains levies, which business has 
denounced. 

In an unprecedented letter to 
senate-house conferees, who final- 
ly ,worked out a compromise tax 
measure, President Roosevelt as-| 
serted April 13: | 

“The repeal of the undistributed | 
profits tax @nd the reduction of: 
the tax on capital gains to a frac- | 
tion of the tax on other forms of | 
income strike at the root of funda- | 
mental principles of taxation.”

“It was not my intention to have |

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CAPITAL AND NATIONALISM 

Toshisuke Aikawa is a Japanese industrialist 
and financier. He is now planning a visit to 
the United States within the next 30 days. He 
will come in his executive capacity as president 
of the Manchukuo Industrial Development Com- 
pany, a semi- official organization. Its objec- 
tive is the industrialization of Manchukuo un- 
der a five-year plan now in operation. Man- 
chukuo, everyone knows, was Manchuria before 
its conquest by the Japanese a few years ago 
and the subsequent setting up of a dummy gov- 
ernment there, 

President Aikawa will seek, on his visit to 
this country, to induce American capital to 
invest in industry in Manchukuo. Among the 
schemes which he hopes will tempt American 
investment dollars half around the world is a 
large airplane manufacturing company. 

The industrial development of Manchukuo 
is proving a heavy expense to Japan and com- 
petent observers in Tokyo have expressed their 
belief that, unless Aikawa’s visit to the United 
- States is successful, in a large way, the present 
expansion program of Aikawa’s company will 
have to be abandoned. 

It is also pointed out by Japanese financial 
leaders that, if any attempt is made toward in- 
dustrial development in newly conquered North 
China, the Manchukuo plans will have to be 
dropped. In other words, they concede that 
Japan's capital resources are not sufficient to 
develop both Manchukuo and North China. Any 
diversion to the newly acquired territory can 
only be at the expense of the earlier acquired 
region. 

These financiers are trying to convince their 
government no efforts should be made to ex- 
ploit North China except as a consuming area 
for Japanese produced goods. 

Thus the anomalous situation has developed 
where Japan, by ruthless use of military force, 
has raped a neighboring country of valuable 
territory and is now calmly asking American 
capital to finance the development of the loot— 
for the future benefit of Japan. 

Sympathy of the great mass of American 
citizens is with China in the struggle now rag- 
ing there. Private citizens are contributing, 
here, to funds to aid the pitiful Chinese women 
and children who have become homeless refu- 
gees before the devastation of Japan’s military 
force. 

Yet Japan jis asking United States capital 
to provide the financial sinews for the indus- 
trial consolidation of the territory won with 
the use of bombs and shells and bayonets upon 
that same suffering Chinese citizenry. 

More than this, Japan seeks capital in Amer- 
ica to build a great airplane factory, in con- 
quered territory. Who can doubt that in event 
of future warfare with any power, output of 
that factory would become equipment of the 
Japanese army, to be used to drop more bombs 
upon more cities and their trapped inhabitants? 

Possibly Aikawa will find some of the capital 
he seeks, during his forthcoming visit to this 
But if he does it will be capital that 
Knows investment funds that 
regard no boundaries, money that is cold and 
human sympathy.

TROUBLESOME COMPLEXITIES 

Lack of uniform real estate mortgage and 
foreciosure laws over the United States is well 
illustrated in a recently published survey of the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Review. From its 
récords, the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation 
averaged the cost and leneth of time involved 
to foreclose properties, basing estimates on as 
near 100 foreclosures as possibie for each of the 
48 Giaring inconsistences came into 
sharp focus. 

Every state seems to have its own definite 
jaws, with differences in cost and time in- 
volved. For example, it takes only a month and 
a half. and costs about $44 to foreclose in 
Kansas City, Mo. Across the river, in Kansas 
City, Kan., foreclosure is a court action costing 
$90 and taking a year. Cost of foreclosure in 
Illinois is more than $350, while in Texas it is 
about $5. Tithe required to complete a fore- 
closure in Virginia is eight days. while in Ala- 
bama, it is more than two years 

Mortgage or deed of trust forms now vary 
in length from 1,000 to 4,000 words. Real estate 
men say the form can be put into about 160 
words, which would appreciably cut down the 
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Lack of uniformity of these laws has worried 
and fretted lawyers, bankers, mortgagors and 


mortgagees and real estate men for years. Uni- 


formity is obviously needed. 


NO MORE HOMEWORK? 

Any satisfactory plan to eliminate home- 
work from the life of the school child will 
probably have the whole-hearted support of 
the majority of parents everywhere. Such a 
plan has already been introduced into more 
than a dozen public schools in east Texas. It is 
known officially as the “Bangs no-homework 


plan,” deriving its name from Bangs, the town. 


where it was first successfully tried. 

The plan, which is based on the sound idea 
of letting the teacher do the teaching, has been 
in operation long enough to have passed the 
experimental stage. It is now proving its worth 
wherever tried. It is making it possible for 
children to do their school work at school, al- 
lowing more time for other work at home as 
well as for play and recreation. 

School children in east Texas, as well as in 
some other parts of the country, have long dis- 
tances to travel to and from school. Many of 
them have duties to perform after they get 
home. Little time is left for home study and 
needed recreation. The “no-home work” plan 
remedies this. The work is done in an atmos- 
phere conducive to study, under the supervision 
of a qualified instructor, far removed from the 
diverting influences of the usual home sur- 


- roundings in the evenings. 


Furthermore, nothing is more unnerving 
to parents after their own work for the day is 
supposedly finished than to have to spend the 
evening drilling home studies into the heads of 
their physically and mentally tired children. 
Not infrequently parents are embarrassed by 
their own lack of knowledge, either because 
they have forgotten or hadn’t the opportunity 
to acquire an education such as they are able 
to provide for their children. The no-home- 
work plan will remedy this condition in the 
home. If for no other reason it has merit. 


THE VALUE OF CARICATURE 


In most instances it serves as a good tonic, 
albeit a bitter one, when people are accorded 
the uninvited privilege of seeing themselves as 
others see them. Unfavorable points are usual- 
ly accentuated. There is small regard for sensi- 
tive feelings or traditions. Any man will de- 
flate another man’s egotism with less reluctance 
than his own. Whether this kind of appraisal 
is personally gratifying or not it, at least, of- 
fers an opportunity for self evaluation not 
otherwise available. 

Thus, through other eyes, badly astigma- 
tized to be sure, a sort of “tobacco road” view- 
point of Georgia as a whole has been visualized. 
Many honest, if uninformed, folks actually be- 
lieve the greater part of the population con- 
sists of degenerate Jeters; that infants, by the 
thousands, slave their lives away in cotton 
mills; that the chief item of food is corn meal 
and molasses; that nine out of ten people are 
infected with hook-worm and regardless of its 
meaning everybody drawls, “whar youall goin’,” 
at least three times a day. 

Through other eyes the nation’s largest city 
is one vast ghetto; New Jersey, the seat of 
Fascism in America; Chicago, the vilest of 
slums; Kansas City, the home of crooked poli- 
tics; San Francisco, the headquarters for Com- 
munism, and Wall Street, the center of all 
that’s evil in the world of finance. And so it 
seems through other eyes! 

It has been this way since the world began. 
And in all probability this is as it should be. 
For, how, it may be asked, are people better to 
comprehend their faults, their errors, their 
weaknesses than to see themselves as others 
caricature them?

EUGENIC MARRIAGE LAWS 
(From the Florida Times-Union.) 


One of the wisest movements being encouraged 
in America at the present is that designed to 
curb the marriage of physical and mental incom- 
petents. The movement had its origin in the 
passage of eugenic marriage laws, which is gain- 
ing momentum. The Coyncil of State Govern- 
ments reports that four states this year have 
passed legislation requiring premarital physical 
eXamination, bringing to 10 the total number of 
suc) states. 

Four other states require health certificates 
based on standard blood tests from prospective 
bridegrooms, while 14 others make it unlawful 
for any person to marry who has a social dis- 
ease. Twenty-four others require a waiting pe- 
riod following the application for a marriage 
license in an effort to prevent hasty, illegal or 
drunken marriages. 

Rhode Island, New York, South Carolina and 
Kentucky are the states whose legislators have 
enacted eugenic marriage laws this year. Others 
that require blood tests prior to marriage are IIli- 
nots, Michigan, Connecticut, New Hampshire, 
Wisgonsin and Oregon. 

That the movement is gaining in popularity is 
shown by the fact that college students, both 
male and female, are voluntarily submitting to 
such blood tests. News to this effect frequently 
appears reporting instances of such voluntary ac- 
tion on the part of students im different sections 
of the country. 

There is not the least desire on the part of the 
sponsors of the movement to prevent “love from 
running its true course.” The movement has for 
its laudable ovjective the prevention of misery 
and distress that too often result from the bring- 
ing into the world of children whose parents are 
victims of a serious socia] disease which is trans- 
mitted to the child. Many such parents are them- 
selves the victims of these diseases transmitted 
to them in the same way, and they are unaware 
of the fact. 


Strength of New La Follette Party Measured in Survey; 
Institute Finds 3,000,000 Voters in Nation 
Sympathetic Toward Party’s Aims. 


NEW YORK, May 26.—Three 


important facts concerning the 
strength of the new third party 
formed by the La Follette broth- 
ers are revealed in a national sur- 
vey just completed by the Ameri¢- 
can Institute of Public Opinion. 
The Institute asked voters in all 
sections: “Have you heard of the 
new National »Progressive party 
led by the La Follette brothers? 
Do you think you would like to 
join it? ’ 

The results show: 

1. The new party will have to 
add materially to its present 
strength if it is to become impor- 
tant politically. Approximately 60 
per cent of the voting population 
has heard about the party, accord- 
ing to the survey, but of this num- 
ber only one person in eleven says 
he would like to join it. Trans- 
lated into votes on the basis of the 
total cast iff the 1936 election 
(45,000,000), this would give the 
La Follette party about 3,000,000 
sympathizers at the start, or ap- 
proximately 7 per cent of the 1936 
presidential vote. The elder La 
Follette, father of the two broth- 
ers, polled more than twice as 
high a percentage when he ran 
on an independent ticket in 1924.

The La Follette party appears

East of 
the Mississippi the attention is 
slightly lower. In the south-the 
party has stirred the least interest, 
with only a little more than half 
of voters (55 per cent) saying they 
are familiar with it. 

The survey found that, in gen- 
eral, the sections most familiar 
with the new party were also the 
sections most’ inclined to join it. 
Thus in the west central section, 
which includes the La Follettes’ 
home state of Wisconsin, about one 


to join the party. The next high- 
est ratio—approximately one in 
eight—was in the Rocky Mountain 
Pacific Coast states. Throughout 
the New. England, Middle Atlantic 
and East Central areas the propor- 
tion was still lower—one in eleven 
—and in the south it was lowest 
of all—one in twenty.

“You see,” he explained, “bees 
don’t have any protection against 
ants. That is, single bees. The 
ants are so small, bees can’t sting 
them unless they gang up on the 
insects. Two or three bees, with 
a little teamwork, usually 
of an ant.” 

Dell first won prominence as a 
bee catcher by coaxing a swarm 
into a hive from the rear of a car 
parked downtown.

Chairman O. P. Willingham, of 
the local housing authority, said 
the city’s $100,000 would be pro- 
vided by the sale of bonds, which 
would constitute a prior claim on 
the income of the housing proj- 
ect. 

City officials and members of 
the local housing authority recent- 
ly asked United States Housing 
Administrator Nathan Straus to 
earmark $1,000,000 for the Romeé 
project. 

First Commissioner H. H. Keel 
explained that 12 to 15 per cent 
of the city’s approximately 30,000 
population lives in substandard 
tenements.

Pact Slayer Twists His Fingers 
As Experts Testify on Sanity 


Two Defense Psychiatrists on Witness Stand Declare 
Young Carroll Insane at Time of Shooting; Others 
Assert He Was Mentally Sound.

NEW YORK, May 26.—(4)— 
Sixteen-year-old Donald Carroll 
Jr., approaching the end of his 


trial for the murder of the girl 
who was to become the mother of 
his baby, twisted his fingers rest- 
lessly today as he listened to a re- 
lay of psychiatrists probe the 
workings of his mind. 

Two of the expert witnesses, 
testifying for the defense, ex- 
pressed the opinion he was tem- 
porarily insane when he and 
blonde Charlotte Matthiesen, 18, 
decided to die together last March 
because she was “worried” about 
her condition and their inability 
to marry. 

The experts, Dr. Edward M. 
Gould and Dr. Samuel Felgin, 
agreed that the sound of the shot 
that killed Miss Matthiesen prob- 
ably jolted her young lover back 
to his senses, with the result that 
instead of completing their death 
pact he called the police. 

Not Normal Problems. 

The problem of pregnancy was 
“not a normal problem” for 
adolescents to face, Dr. Feigin said. 
The very fact that they indulged 


in a final embrace, he added, in- 
dicated they were mentally de- 
ranged at the moment. 

On the other hand, two other 
experts testified for the state that 
the defendant was sane then and 
now and realized the consequences 
of his act. 

“I don’t believe he actually in- 
tended to kill himself,” said Dr.

“Prob- 

ably a million children, undernourished, inade- 

quately clothed, many dying from the slow tor- 

ture of starvation, many sick and many wounded 

and many fatherless and motherless and home- 

less and with no place to lay their heads.” What 

a tragic picture! He urges us as a nation to live up to our past 
reputation and reminds us that over a period of a hundred years 
we have helped care for the children of other nations, no matter 
what our attitude might be toward the governments involved. 

At the very end of his speech, Ambassador Bowers paid a tribute 
to one group of people who always carry on their humanitarian 
work throughout the world. It pleased me, for I have a great ad- 
miration for those people. These were his words: 

“Here let me pause to pay tribute to the American Quakers 
who have been working inconspicuously and effectively in Spain 
for more than a year. I have seen the agents of the American 
Friends Service Committee many times and one called on me today. 
They were the first in the field and they have planted the banner 
of American humanity among the ruins and they have rendered 
notable service that Spaniards never will forget.” I hope the rest 
of us may earn as high a tribute by caring for the unfortunate 
wherever they are found. 

I had a most interesting talk yesterday afternoon with Mr. Wiley 
Hurie, president of the College of the Ozarks in Arkansas. He 
showed me pictures of his young people, many of whom are obliged 
to work their way through college, and they impressed me as an 
exceptionally fine looking group of youngsters. 

His faculty has voluntarily, through these years of depression, 
accepted tremendous cuts in salary in order that the work may be 
carried on. I hope that they may be rewarded by finding friends 
to assist them in bringing education and better standards of living 
to this part of our country. 

Johnny and I had a grand ride this morning and he has now 
motored down to spend the night in Charlottesville, Va., with 
Franklin Jr. and Ethel.

The size of the bust, however, 
seems to be greatly affected by 
vitality and weight. The under-.

Following the Xingu river, 
Dyott and his friends set out to 
go clear through the heart of Bra- 
zil until they reached the Ama- 
zon, near the point where the 
great mouth of the Amazon emp- 
ties into the Atlantic ocean. 

In the midst of the jungle, with 
their small wireless telegraph set, 
they sent this message to the out- 
side world:

“Regret to report that Fawcett 
expedition perished at hands of 
hostile Indians. .. . Have followed 
Faweett’s tracks but cannot go 
any farther (overland through the 
jungle). We must descend the 
Xingu or we ourselves will be 
caught. Tell our friends we are.on 
our way out before it is too late.” 

In their canvas boats and bark 
canoes, the Dyott party made its 
way safely to a city near the 
mouth of the Amazon. The book 
which Dyott later wrote does not. 
however, contain proof that the 
Fawcett party “perished.” It seems 
likely that the explorers died at 
the hands of hostile Indians, or 
else from hunger, thirst or dis- 
ease, but it is not certain. 


Other men have dared the jun-- 
gles in the hope of finding Faw-: 
cett. One of them—Winton Jones 
—is believed to have been poison-

Strange stories about Fawcett 
have come out of Brazil from time 
to time. One tale was told by an 
Indiam woman who visited a farm 
near Cuyaba in 1933—eight years 
after Fawcett was last heard from. 
She said three white men had 
come to her village on the Kuluene. 
river, and that the oldest of them’ 
was ruling as the chief of her: 
tribe. One of the younger white 
men had married the daughter o?- 
a chief, and a blue-eyed son had 
been born to them. 


A Christian missionary later re- 
ported seeing a  white-skinned 
blue-eyed boy at a village beside 
the Kuluene river. . 

Stili later an explorer namede 
Tom Roch claimed he had met 
two white men in the jungle, ands 
that one of them said he was 
named “Fawceth” or “Fawcett.” 

To this day, the mystery has 
not been solved beyond all doubts 
Some persons believe that Faw~ 
cett and his son probably are still

Henlein; Pessimism: Over 
Future Deepens. 


PRAHA, Czechoslovakia, May 
26.—(7)—Two German bombers 
were reported semi-officially to 
have crossed the Czechoslovak 
frontier today near As (Asch), 
home town of Konrad Henlein, 
Sudeten German leader. 

The incident followed other 
cases of aerial trespassing which 
aided in deepening pessimism over 
prospects of a real peace between

Dictators Have Thrown the 
World Into Nightmare, 
Communists Told. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—(UP) 
Earl Browder, general secretary of 
the Communist party, U. S. A, 
opened the party’s 10th national 
convention at a mass meeting in 
Madison Square Garden tonight 
with a castigation of Fascism and 
a warning that “war and the 
threat of war, Fascism and the 
threat of Fascism, hang over 
America and the whole world.” 

“Fascism is strong—but only be- 
cause the peoples are divided,” he 
told more than 20,000 delegates 
and party members. 

After naming all parts of the 
world where Fascism is_ active, 
Browder said: 

“The whole world, as in an ag- 
onizing nightmare, sees the grin- 
ning skulls of Hitler, Mussolini and 
Hirohito merge into the saturnine 
countenance of Chamberlain.”

SENATE CONFEREES 
GET PAY-HOUR BIL 


Two Southerners Are Named 
to 7-Man Conference 
Committee. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—(A)— 
The bitterly contested wage-hour 
bill advanced another step toward 
legislative enactment today when 
senate leaders, compromising with 
the measure’s opponents, sent it 


to a conference committee which 
will include two southern sena- 
tors. 

The bill’s opponents won what 
they. considered a major conces- 
sion when the usual five-member 
senate conference committee was 
enlarged to seven to provide for 
the appointment of Senators El- 
lender, Democrat, Louisiana, and 
Pepper, Democrat, Florida. These 
additions were made on the insis- 
tence of exponents of wage dif- 
ferentials that the south be rep- 
resented on the group. 

By agreeing to this, the admin- 
istration leaders avoided, at least 
temporarily, a lengthy floor fight 
to defeat the measure.

Jubilantly, Senator Harrison, 
Democrat, Mississippi, leader of 
the opposition to the bill, called 
attention to the fact that all the 
senate conferees were on record 
at one time or another as being 
in favor of varying wage scale for 
different sections of the country or 
different industries.

So 
far as outer effects go, Charlie 
Yates will take the game less seri- 
ously than any Britisher I ever 
saw play golf.

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Hughes Declares Politics Rules 
Prospects tor Recovery i in U. S. 


Cash Is Desired Now More 
Than Equities or Com- 
modities.

NEW YORK, May 26.—Predic- 
tions of inflation, of a rapidly de- 
preciating dollar, of destruction of 
life insurance policies and of sav- 
ings bank accounts through infla- 
tion would sound strange today, 
although they were everywhere 
heard only a year Of so ago. 


Here, at home, cash is desired 
more than the equities or com- 
modities which only a year or so 
ago were commended to all as 
“hedges against inflation.” There 
is more idle money in the banks 
now than there ever was before, 
but those who own or have an in- 
terest in stocks or staples’ are 
eager to exchange their holdings 


or their contracts for more dollars 


to lie idle if necessary. 

The only exeeption to this trend 
is the moderate demand from fi- 
nancial institutions for the highest 
grade of industrial and _ utility 
bonds (all payable in dollars, inci- 
dentally) and for the obligations 
of a government which has the 
greatest debt in its history and 
which debt is constantly growing. 


Not so long ago, either, all were 
protesting the economy of scarcity 
which seemed to be in high favor 
in Washington. All preached the 
orthodox doctrine that wealth was 
created by production and that 
plowing under cotton and letting 
wheat fields lie fallow was only 
inviting recession. 

Now we have the largest cotton 
crop ever grown and what will 
probably be the second largest
